Cui, II., July 12.—Col, Turner, com- 
manding the militia stationed at Full- 
man, received an anonymous letter to-day 
warning him that the strikers would biow 
up the Hotel Florence at Fullman with 
at 8 o’clock this afternoon.

the threat the military authorities are taking 


every precaution to prevent it being carried 
The guard around Pullman 
and its principal buildings has been 
largely increased. That the strikers at 
Pullman have planned to use dynamite is 
almost certain. The palace car company 
used the explosive for testing burglar proof 
safes, and a large amount of it was stored in 
the town. 

The workmen knew where it was and last 
night made an attempt to get at it by 
stealth. Falling to pass the guards some of 
them applied at the company’s office for the 
keys, pretending that they wished to get 
out some of their personal property. The 
request was promptly refused, and the dy- 
namite was moved to another building. It 
is feared that the men have already secured 
asmall quantity of the explosive from an- 
other source, 


RESORTING TO DYNAMITE. 


Explesioe Under a Guard Train in South 
Chicage. 


Cuicaco, July 12.—A guard train on the 
Baltimore & Ohio last night ran over a large 
quantity of dynamite this side of South 
Chicago and it exploded with aterrific re- 
port. No special damage was done, how- 
ever, and no one was injared, although the 
explosion deafened the engine men and 
nearly threw the train from the rails. 
The shock was felt by every one 
on the train and the guards on 
the rear platform were nearly thrown from 
their seats. The passenger train following 
close behind and both trains stopped. No 
damage beyond the disturbance of some 
trival parts of the locomotive had resulted 
and as no one was near both trains pro- 
ceeded on thelr way. For two miles along 
this part of the track the coun- 
is sparsely settied, and tbere 
is no — patrol of any sort. On 
the return of the soldiers it was determined 
hereafter to send out two lientenants, in- 
stead of one, with the guard train, and in 
case of a repetition of last evening’s work, 
to stop the train immediately, deploy a skir-

Officers were detailed 
tomake an investigation, but their labors 
resulted in no clew. As far as could be 
learned no damage was done, but the noise 
of the explosions was deafening and was 
heard with distinctness as far as Engle-

DRIVEN FROM WORK. 


A Mob ef 600 Men Cempel Deck Laborers 
te Ge on Strike. 


ASHTABULA HA mon, O., July 12.—Work 
was commenced on ‘all of the ore and coal 
docks on the Pennsylvania side of the river 
here this morning, but had not been in prog 
ress over half an bour before a mob of 600 
strikers from the lake shore side, who 
had decided not to return to work, marched

Picks, shovels and tools of every 
kind were thrown into the river, and a riot 
was only avoided by the Pennsylvania men 
leaving the boats. Not a stroke of work is 
now being Gone on any ofthe docks, and 
prospects of a resumption are farther off 
than at auy time since the strike was in- 
augurated. 


FOUR KILLED. 


Train Guarded by Regulars Throws 
Fron the Track im Califernia. 


SaCrnaMERNTO,Cal., July 12.—When the United 
States troops arrived here yesterday it was 
decided to send out the arsenal train on the 
Southern Pacific undera strong guard to San 
Francisco. 

Samuel Clark, one ot the oldest engineers 
in the employ of the company, took charge 
of the engine, acting under instraction of 
Col, Graham. Soldiers belonging to the 5th 
United States Artillery, Battery D, accompa- 
nied the train. <A few miles from Sacramen- 


to the train plunged tbrough a trestle, with 
the following results- 

Killed—Samuel B. Clark, engineer; Private 
Byrne, Private Luberding, Private Clark. 

Injured—Private Daumler, iniured about 
the head; Private WIison, left leg serious! 
lacerated ; Private Dugan, left arm cut of; 
Private Elils, internally injured. 

The rails had been spread at the trestle, 
and the engineer did not see the trap in time 
te avoid going into nt. The train consisted of 
nine cars, five of them Pulimans. On the 
engine were Privates Luberding, Byrne, 
Clark, Dugan, Ellisand Wilson. The engine 
plunged through the trestle and none of the 
men had time to jump and save themselves. 
Those of the men who were not in- 
stantiy Killed were weighted down 
with their heavy accoutrements 
and sank into the muddy water. 
Engineer Clark was pinned under the wreck. 
The coach was completely shattered. Fully 
one-half of the fittings were torn out. The 
engine was buried with the forward car and 
tell over the embankment. None of the Pull- 
mans were tojured.

VOTE TO GO OUT WILL PROBASLY BEB 
‘ALMOST UNANIMOUS. 


Labor Leaders Declare That Between 
35,000 and 40,000 Mem Will Respend to 
the Call if it is Issued—Licgett & Her- 
ers Forced te Close and Threw 3,500 
Hands Out of Employment as a Re- 
sult of the Railread Tie-Up—Other 
Industries Affceted—Train Service on 
the Railroads Centinues to Improve. 


President DeVeaux and all other officers of 
Building Trades Council are very secretive 
to-day about the action taken at last night’s 
meeting. From a strictly reliable source, 
however, it is learned that a resolution to 
strike this morning was unanimously car- 
ried, Dut was reconsidered later when word 
eame from the Tradesand Labor Union that 
decisive action bad been postponed dy 
that organization until Saturday night. 
Amotion was then adopted to send delegates 
to the general labor conference that is to 
be held Saturday night In Walhalla Hall. 
These delegates are empowered to act with 
the representatives of other organizations, 
the council pledging itself to abide by the 
decision of their delegates. Ifthe Walhaila 
Hall conference declares a general strike, 
to take effect Monday morning, 
none of the trades represented in the Coun- 
cll will do any work after Saturday until the 
strike is ended. 
President Hofher of the Trades and Labor 
Union was interviewed this morning by 
Post-DIsPaTCH reporter. ' 
‘*I view the situation as very critical,’’ 
said Mr. Hother. and believe we are on the 
ve of tbe greatest struggle between 
capital and labor that history has 
known. It is mo longer a fight 
against Pullman, but a fight of organ- 
ned labor against trusts and capitalistic 
combines. The object to be achieved is leg- 
islation by Con compelling ar- 
bitration ali disputes between 
employer and employe. If the war 
now threatened is fully begun nothing can 
stop it short of an act of Congress in favor of 
workingmen. I cannot tell yet whethera 
eneral strike ofall labor organizations will 
declared in &t. Louis. The indications 
are that such will be the resuit of 
Saturday night's conference, though every- 
thing depends upon to-day’s conferences in 
Chicago. If a general strike is favored at 
that conference there will not bea union 
man at work in st. Louls next week. 
At our meeting last night the 
men were strongly in favor of a 
general strike. I néver knew such unanimity 
of opinion on any subject that has come be- 
fore us. If a vote to strike had been taken it 
would have unanimously carried, but ali ot 
us felt that a grave responsibility 
confronted us and we deferred 
action until Saturday night, to 
give every man a chance to carefully think 
the matter over. If a strike is deciared here 
it means awalk out of between 385,000 and 
40,000 union men.

CLEVELAKD, O., July 12.—Saengerfest Hell, 
the mammoth auditoriam of this city, with 
a seating capacity of 10,000, was crowded to 
the doors this morning at the opening exer- 
cises of the International Christian Endeavor 
Association.

gtriétly enforcing the laws as they are 
against all violators, he regretfully admits 
that changes are needed to forestall some 
of the inequalities and dangers that now 
distuzsb our iddustfial life. But the 
needed changes must come from the calm, 
dispasstonate and sympathetic judgment 
of the American people, who are hot afraid 
to fuce deep changes and responsibilities. 
Impatient appeals to the torch of the in- 
cendiary or the weapon of the insurgent 
raise a paramount issue and cannot be por - 
mitted to thus hinder proper avpeais to 
the public judgment for a rectification of 
the wrongs that prompt such outbreaks. 
Tue ministers of the law have to deal with 
the cuibreaks themselves, regardless of 
the’ prior grievances and provocations. The 
baliot-box and the faw- making power of 
the people must be upheld as the only 
remedial agencies for all cases of vo 
grievance and discontent. 

Judge Grosscup also distinctly recog- 

nises the right of labor to organize and to 
| oer by the decisions of its organizations 
jas to working or quitting work in a peace- 
ful manper, subject to contract obliga- 
tions. Laborers who go no further are 
acting within their rights, and should be 
protected from any form of persecution. 
But when by threat or violence they at- 
tempt to prevent others from enjoying the 
same freedom, they themselves become 
conepirators, law-breakers and oppressors 
of labor, and must be dealt with as such 
by the officers of the low. 


THE HOUSE'S DOTY. 

If the difference between the Senate and 
House on the tariff bill were merely a ques- 
tion of jadgment the will of the House 
should prevail. 

The constitution clearly gives the 
weight of authority to the House 
in matters pertaining to revenue 
by directing that ‘‘all bills for 
raising revenue shall originate in the 
House of Representatives.’’ The principle 
that the direct representatives of the peo- 
ple shall control the taxing power is 
fundamental toour scheme of free gov- 
erpment. The Representatives are fresh 
from the people and are more in touch 
with their sentiments and needs. 

It the House permite the Senate to inter- 
pose through amendments to overthrow 
ite whole scheme and purpose in revenue 
taxation it yields a point of profound im- 


portance to the people. 
Butthe question of asserting the will of 


the House in this tariff bill is not merely | 


one of judgment. The Senate has 
changed the bill in certain particulars in 
the interest of corruption and plunder. 
ie bas surrendered to a gang of traitors, 
who have betrayed the people's interests 
for purposes of loot. 

The House’s duty to assert ite will is 
therefore doubly important. It involves 
both the preservation of ite constitutional 
authority end the protection of the people 
from plender. The House conferrees and |

Differe nces Between Common Carriers 
and Their Employed. 


PROVISIONS OF UNITED STATES STAT- 
UTES ON THE SUBJECT. 


Board of Arbitration May Be Constituted 
to Adjust and Settle All Differences 


Tending to Delay Traffie—Commissiors 
Appointed bry the President—Full Text 
of the Law on the Subject. 


In connection with the prospective arbi- 
tration between the railroad companies and 
their employes, which is now being dis- 
cussed, the following provisions of the Re- 
vised Statutes of the United States will show 
just how arbitrations are brought about. 
They also provide fully for the appointment 
of a commission by the President of the 
United States to investigate and report on 
differences or controversies between ran 
roads and their employes with a view to 
having the same speedily adjusted. 

Chap. 1058. An act to ereate Boards of 
Arbitration or Commission for settling con. 
troversies and aiferences between raliroad 
corporations and other common carriers in 
interstate and territorial transportation of 
property or passengers and their empicyes.

Before these§compromise proceedings were 
taken, the name of the Exchange 
National Bank of Atchison as plaintiff, was 
withdrawn, and that of Rolla Wells, exec- 
utor of Erastus Wells, deceased, was substi- 
tuted so that the judgment was entered in 
favor of Rolla Wells, executor; etc. Ar.John 
T. Cochran appeared for the plaintiff and 
Judge McKeighan for tue defendant. 
Mr. Cochran gaid that the sult was settled 
out of — The Washita Cattle Co. tq, vir- 
tually a part ofthe Wells estate, and the 
substitution of the name of Rolla W elis, ex- 
ecutor, as plaiatiff shows that he has com- 
promise’ or settled with the Exchange Na- 
tional Bank as to the payment of the bond.

The raliway tie-up bas caused the suspen- 
sion of many industries, throwing thousands 
out of employment in St. Louis. Tuts is due 
chiefy to the lack of coal and shippiag 
facilities for the product. some of the com- 
panies whose operations are suspended are 
taking advantage of the opportunity to do 
their annual repairing. 

The Liggett-Myers Tobacco Co. shutdown 
will be complete by to-morrow evening. 
They employ 2,000 white and 1,500 colored 
operatives. They beganto close their fac- 
tory Monday, July 2. Owing to their product 
being in different stages ot manufacture, it 
takes ten Gays to close the shops. The work 
will be completed to-morrow. 

The exodus of thelr operatives from the 
factory, Thirteenth and Locast streets, 
started the rumor this morning that 
the general strike had been inaugurated. 

P. J. Hever explained to a Post-DisPatcH 
reporter that the employes had been called 
in to get tickets to the complimentary an- 
ngal excursion which willl take place at3 
o’clock Saturday, July 14. The steamers 
Grand Republicand City of Vicksburg have 
been chartered to run to Piasa Biuaffs.

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CONGRESSIONAL IN VESTIGATION. 


A Committee to Look Into the Strike 
Will Be Named by the House. 


WaAsSHIEGTOR, July 19.—A congressional in- 
vestigation of the strike is practically 
assured as a result of the favorable report 
of a resolution for that purpose by the House 
Committe on Interstate Commerce. It had 
been hoped to press the resolution to a pas- 
sage to-day, Dut as a special rule had given 
the day to the Foreign Affairs Committee, 
and Friday is also occupied with a special 


order, it was Getermined to press it Satur- 
Gay morning prior to the delivery of eulogies 
at 2 o’ciock to tbe memory of the late kep- 
resentive Houk of Ohio. 

There appears to be little opposition to the 
resolution, and those incharge of it expect 
its passage with iittle debate. It will give 
the House its frst opportunity, however, to 
discuss the strike, and some vigorous re- 
marksin line with those expressed in the 
Senate op Tuesday are expected. It is prob- 
able also that efforts will be made to so 
amend the resolution asto have it express 
the views of some of the more radical labor 
leaders. 

On the passage of the resolution Chairman 
Wise, of the Interstate Commerce Commis- 
sion will designate a subcommittee to do the 
active work of investigating. This commit- 
tee will undoubtedly go to Chicago and other 
Western points,and may extend their in- 
quiries to California, as Represeniative 
weary has been one of the most 
active in securing the favorable re- 
port of the resolution. The preliminary 
hearings of the committee probably 
will be held in Washington, and are likely to 
be of much Interest, as Messrs. Debs, Pull- 
man and others best informed on the re- 
spective sides of the controversy are re- 
garded as the witnesses most likely to be 
called before the committee atthe outset. 
The resolution empowers the committee to 
sit during the recesses, and the work is ex- 
pected to last through the summer. 

The subcommittee which first reported the 
resolution is composed of Representatives 
Mallory, Brickner, Gresham, Hepburn and 
Mahon. it Is expected, however, that 
Chairman Wise will go outside of this com- 
mittee in choosing those who will conduct 
the investigation. Messrs. Geary and Storer 
are among those likely to be added.
